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INTRODUCTION 


The Monthly Bulletin of Employment Statistics was first issued in 
Novembér, 1941. The figures contained herein aro based on data obtained from the 1933 
Census, the Civilian Register of 1943, the Occupation Survey of 1945, Annual Censuses of 
Factory Production and Returns from Governmental Authorities, together with Monthly Pay- 
Roll Tax Returns lodged by all enployers (other than Commonwealth Government Authorities, 
religious and benevolent institutions and publics hospitals) paying more than £20 per week 
in wages. 


The terms "Employment", "Number Employed", "Employees" and "Wage 
- Earners" herein are synonymous with, and relate to, "wage and salary earners" on pay- 
rolls or "in employment" in the latter part of each month as distinot from numbers of 
employees actually working on a specific date. They include persons employed part-time. 


Figures for recent months are subject to revision. (See also note 
(a) on page 7). 











PREFATORY NOTES 


Ave Publication of this Monthly Bulletin of Employment Statistics has been 
delayed pending investigations as to the reliability of the trends which the figures 
indicate. ‘he figures are now published as reasonably reliable estimates with qualific- 
ations indicated below:— 


Further investigations may show the need for some revision in the monthly aggretates. 
It is not anticipated, however, that any such revision will affect the trénds shown by the 
‘figures in Tables 1, 2 and 3. Some revision will be necessary in the totals and trends 
in employment show. for individual industries (particularly manufacturing) in Tables 4 and 
5. Tables showing employment by various classes of Factory have been discontinued for the 
present. ction -s being taken to establish estimates of current monthly employment in 
factories by cGirect coilection. 


oe Owing to the time incidence of call-ups for short periods of National 
Service training since August, 1951, and in a lesser degree to enlistments in the 
permanen% and/or oversen forres, some aspects of the changes in numbers of total Civilian 
Employees cjnnot be undersiood unless considered in conjunction with changes in numbers 
in defence forces or undergoing National Service Training. Relevant figures are as

NOTES TO TABLES 4 AND 5 


All figures for the months subsequent to May, 1945, are subject to revision on 
the basis of results of the Census of 30th June, 1947, (except for Factories, 
for which figures to’June 1948 are final). 


Includes Northern Territory and -Australian Capital Territory. 


Refers to estimated employment in factories as defined for the purpose of the 
annual production census, results of which are published annually in the 
Production Bulletin, Part I, "Secondary Industries". In this connection, a 
factory is defined as an industrial establishment in which four or more hands 
are employed, or in which power other than hand is used. The employees 
covered are those engaged in manufacturing activities and exclude those 
engaged in selling and distribution, etc. 


Includes employees in industrial establishments outside the scope of the 
definition of a factory (given in (c) above) and persons employed by factory 
proprietors but engaged in selling or distribution, etc., who are excluded 
from figures shown opposite "Factories". 

Includes Law and Order, Religion and Social Welfare, Health, Education, Othor 
Professional Services, Entertainment, etc. and Personal Service, (Hotels, 
Restaurants, etc., excluding female private domestic). In respect of females 
only, also includes Forestry, Fishing ete., Mining, Building and Construction.
